Tne budget is limited to about $1,- 
296,0CC with defeat of the proposi- 
tion to raise the district’s permissive 
tax rate maximum from $1 to $1.50 
per $100 assessed valuation in last 
week’s special election.

letter, signed by 28 south county res- 
idents, pointed out that the at- 
tendance line would result in an es- 
ah 191$ students being sent 2s 
Menlo-Atherton plant when it opsns 
this fall. The new high school was 
built for 800 pupils, the letter said.

Juiy Fire Calls 


~Again Set 


A New Record 


Setting a new record for the sec- 
ond consecutive month, Menlo Park 
fire district apparatus respended to 
a total of 87 calls during July. 

Releasing preliminary figures from 
the district’s monthly report. Fire 
Chief Thoms F. Cuff said that the 
total included calls to 11 building 
fires and 28 grass fires. 

The district’s trucks and engines 
responded to a total of 83 calls in 
June. Reporting on that month’s 
record total, Chief Cuff told mem- 
bers cf the fire district commission 
at the commission’s July meeting, 
that the larger number cf cails was 
a direct result of the growing popu- | 
laticn within the district. 

During July, besides extinguishing 
the grass and buildipg fires listed 
above, firemen answered calls to two | 
grass fires, which proved to be out of 
the district, one baled hay fire, two 
tree fires, one grease fire, one tract- 
or fire, five auto fires and one flam- 
mable liquid fire. 

They also answered 11 
calls, four calls for emergency aid, 
one false alarm, one “smoke scare” 
call, eight unnecessary calls and 
one call to the scene of an airplane 
crash.

Council Action 
Delayed on 
Drainage Project 


Further action on Menlo Park’s 
preposed comprehensive drainage 
project was delayed Tuesday night 
until August 7. 

City Engineer Edwin Smith re- 
ported the Atherton town council 
and the San Mateo county board of 
supervisors had not as yet been able 
to take action on the plzn, which 
would involve seme territory under 
their jurisdictions. 

It had been expected that, if both 
bedies approved the plan, Menlo 
Park’s city council would Tuesday 
night, pass resolutions of intention 
to proceed and would set public 
hearing on the assessment district 
to be formed. 

Smith pcinted out that the esti- 
mated $211,000 cost of the undertak- 
ing was to be essessed against prop- 
erty totalling conservatively about 
$7,500,000 in value. Average assess- 
ment against the ncermal quarter- 
acre lot is expected to be about $110, 
he said. 

The estimates of cost were arrived 
at, Smith pointed out, by study of 
recent ccsts of similar projects and 
by consultation with contractors. 
Materials are available, he said, to do 
the job at this time.

New Law Provides 
‘Food for Thought’ 
Counselor Explains 


The recently enacted federal law’ 


halting the.issuance of new na- 
‘tional service life insurance to vet- 
erans of World War II, except for 
those returning to military service, 
shouid provide “focd for though’ to 
those veterans whose NSLI policies 
are of the variety which expire ev- 
ery five years, in the epinion of 
Floyd.D. Granger, veterans service 
efficer, San Mateo county. 

He estimated that two out of 
every three NSLI policy-hoiders 
in San Mateo county have these 
five-year level premium term pol- 
icies. The remainins third have 
converted to one of six permanent 
plans of NSLI. 


Prior to the enactment of the new 
insurance law, Granger pointed out, 
@ veteran whose term policy had 
expired could nevertheless apply for 
new GI insurance and obtain it, if 
he met the health requirements. 


Under. the new law, he cannot. 

If he wishes to retain his term in- 

- surance, he must renew it every 

five years, in advance of the expir- 

ation date, and, of course, at a 

higher premium based on his at- 
tained age.

Cuts Dressing and Upkeep Time

Fiabe children take up prac- 
tically all of mother’s waking 
hours, and keeping them clean and 
well-togged is a full-time job. Those 
‘dressing and undressing sessions 
can drag on endlessly, while wash- 
ing and ironing necessary to keep 
small fry spick and span is almost 
unbelievable. 

Starched and ruffled pinafores and 
gunsuits are lovely, any mother will 
admit, especially if she has a dar- 
ling daughter, but when the day’s 
clothing consists of two or three of 
each of these, the task seems Uun- 
gurmountable. 

It’s lovely to have several of them 
tn the wardrobe, but smart and 
practical clothing is the backbone of 
any youngster’s wardrobe, if his 
mother is to have any leisure on 
hot summer days.

Fabrics with new and in- 
teresting weaves now available in- 
clude cotton knits that can be dried 
thoroughly and then merely pressed 
with a warm iron.

Mending Time 


Broken buttons and torn button- 
holes pose a big mending problem 
for the mother, and naturally with 
so many frequent changes of cloth- 
ing as she has in hot weather, it’s 
important to cut down this job toa 
minimum, 

In place of buttons she can make 
or select clothing with gripper fas- 
teners which are metal snaps that 
do not rust or pop off in the clothes 
wringer. Small tots can easily ma- 
nipulate them, too, as the fasteners 
close and whisk open in a jiffy, 
thereby encouraging the child to 
dress and undress himself. 

Overalls and other garments with 
zippers are a big help when it comes 
to dressing, and they, too, help cut 
down the contents of the mending 
basket.
